Topeka. September 8th.—The report which 
was received t.y Governor St. John on the 
evening» of the 6 b and 7th from Dodge City, 
that the Cheyennes aud Arapatv.es had lift 
the reservation iu Indian Teriitory and were 
committing depredations in southwest Kan­ 
sas, ra. immediately investigated by the Ex­ 
ecutive, who sent the Adjutant-General to 
the front at once. Telegrams from him, 
dated yesterday afternoon, are to the effect 
that no Indians have invaded the State, and 
that while a roving band is reported outside 
the reservation stealing and killing stock, no 
ciliz-us of the State have applied to the Gov­ 
ernor for protection. Ample preparations 
are already made to defeat any movement of 
the Indians. Northward of this State the 
Government authoiitiesat Fort Leavenworth 
have taken precautions to investigate the 
matter thoroughly. Tlio plan for communi­ 
cation adopted by the cattle men in the ex­ 
treme western portions of the State is such 
that any outbreak of the Indians will be re­ 
ported here at once. Dodge City and other 
points on the line of the railroad are amply 
prepared with a large force of frontiersmen 
at the moment any disturbance is reported. 
A company of military has been stationed at 
Garden City and are well armed, so it will be 
impossible for anv number of Iudians to suc­ 
cessfully invade Kansas. 
The Marquis of Lorne and P arty. 
Omaha, September 8*b.—The Marquis cf 
Lorae, Princess Louise and party arrived 
here this morning from Cnicago by special 
train, and spent time h-ure in the city. They 
were met at the depot by General O. O. 
Howard, commander of the Department of 
ihe Platte, and the officers of his staff, and 
were given a drive about the city, visiting all 
the principal places of interest. They left 
at noon by special train for the Pacific coast. 
General Howard has ordered a salute to be 
tired at Fort Siduey, Nebraska, Fort Russell, 
at Cheyenne, Wyoming, and at Fort Steele, 
upon their arrival at tho-e stations. They 
will spend to-morrow night at Sherman, the 
summit of the Rocky mount .ins, bet ween 
Cheyenne and Laramie, and will reach Or­ 
den Monday evening. They will epend that 
night there, and on Monday resume their 
j urney to San Francisco. They will visit 
Salt. Lake on their return in ths latter part 
of October. The party will reach San Fran­ 
cisco on Weduesd.y. 
The star Route Trial. 
W ashington, September 8 h.—In the star 
route trial to-day Judge Wylie, after some 
explanatory remarks, delivered his charge to 
the jury, who at 3 o’clock retired. 
A recces was ¡then taken until 6 o’clock, at 
which time the jury was ordered to report. 
Shortly after the appointed hour the Judge 
took hi3 seat and the jury wire summoned. 
The Clerk inquired, “ Gentlemen of the 
jury, have you agreed upon a vercict?” 
Foreman Dickson answered, “ We have 
not. except as to one of the defendants.” 
The Court—That will Eot do. You had 
better take your seats until counsel for the 
Government corne in. 
The jury took seats, and Bliss and Kerr 
cama into Court at this moment. They were 
informed of the condition of affairs, when 
Bliss said he did not see what was expected 
of the Government counsel.

There is a wondronsly 
pleasant and inspiring thrill in making one 
of an audience thoroughly charged with 
electricity, which passes, almost clicking 
as it goes, from one presence to another in 
a large assemblage. It lightens the eye, 
reddens the cheek, brightens the wit and 
unburdens the heart of any but a cynic. 
We are unusually fortunate, just now, in 
our "somewhere to go.” It is a great 
pleasure to go and cry together over that 
tearful little drama, 44 Hazel Kirke,” which 
is at the Baldwin Theater tins week ; and 
then at the California Theater the Union 
Square Company, of New York, is visiting. 
It is a company such as should be, all the 
members being equal to the parts they 
take, thus making each play seem a novel 
.STARTLED INTO LIFE. 
Its leading lady is Miss Sara Jewett, 
well-known and happily known to the out­ 
side world and to the inner Attic circle, 
by her pleasant little books and magazine 
sketches. We have had beautiful, brill­ 
iant and talented actresses, a score of them, 
come to us before, but with the exception 
of Mrs, Scott-Siddons, we have never re­ 
ceived one, until Miss Jewett, who im­ 
pressed her audience with a subtle and re­ 
fined quality not dependent upon beauty 
or talent—the quality of being a lady. 
Tbe rest may have been ladies, but their 
manner of it was not Buch as to make you 
look at them in that light first. It goes to 
the heart of a lover of the stage to see 
such women upon it. A man naturally 
takes off his hat at the memory of them, 
and a women devoutly wiehes she could 
live up to them. Maud Harrison also plays 
with the company, a pretty woman, who 
seems like an English woman, and always 
sees a point to be made. Stoddart and 
Mrs. Pnillip8 are two people who standout 
in the play as prominently as do the lead­ 
ing characters—they seem to play above 
their parts ; and does not that mean that 
some day the public will demand a greater 
part from them ? De Belleville, a French­ 
man, is the leading man, and he came to us 
first from Australia, as did also Eleanor 
Carey, now with this company, and Lillian 
Andrews, last with the Michael Strogoff 
company, and as did Emilie Melville with 
her first reputation, and she has gone back 
to Australia again to show there that she 
has deserved the reputation they gavejber 
as a feather in her cap.

She listens to his oration and is in 
ecstasy with his ideas upon liberty of 
thought, but has no suspicion of his athe­ 
ism. (jjite enchanted with her enthusiasm 
he declares his love to her and they are 
affianced, announcing the fact at once to 
friends of both. The marriage takes place 
in three weeks by a brief civil service, 
which is robbed of solemnity by its matter- 
of-fsctness and Lea’s evident failure to 
realize it as a marriage. Daniel regards it 
as sufficient and binding, refuses the relig­ 
ious ceremony and confesses atheism.

but he, urged by his 
friends, refuses the ceremony again, only 
to consent to it when he finds her broken 
in heart but firm, believing that their dif­ 
ferences can in spirit never be reconciled, 
and refusing to accept his concession.

People 
buy season tickets and go every day *pd 
•very night; women and children take a 
lunch and stay all day ; young men go and 
have a pride in being seen with a different 
girl each night; some step out and into 
their carriages, others indulge in the luxury 
of a horse car, and still others trudge away 
on foot. Saturday night the building was 
so crowded there was no moving about 
with eomfori, and there was no approach­ 
ing the attractive stands. The oandy girls 


and soda- water waitresses, with lace-edged 
Alsatian hows and fancy aprons, were kept 
busy by the crowd. Chinese, Japanese, 
negroes, French, Germans, Englisn, Ital­ 
ians, Spaniards and the pnre-blooded 
American pressed before, behind and on 
either side. It was a cosmopolitan assem­ 
blage and a very good-natured one. No 
wonder people came and more people. I 
would go anywhere to find such a crowd. 
One takes from his neighbor’s vivacity and 
finds a certain strength in the sharp­ 
ness of his elbow. The spirit rises above 
the level and shakes its handkerchief over 
its head. 
A pretty girl—hurrah I An 
ugly one—hurrah, anyhow ! And every­ 
body stuffs—candy, popcorn balls, ice­ 
cream, little cakes, soda water, cider, 
lemonade—and the faucets are constantly 
turned for water for the crowd that never 
melts away till the baud plays 
44 HOME, SWEET HOME.” 
Yet every one looks well fed and cared for. 
A solemn baker in a white cap and aprou 
sells his waffles, with a dash of sugar over 
them, as fast as he can brown them, and 
the five-cent pieces tinkle in the drawer. 
Feminine fingers fly at the buttered papers 
wrapping the caramels, and a man in shirt- 
Bleeves perspires in his haste to pull mo­ 
lasses peppermint and pass it through the 
cutter. Yet the demand exceed* the sup­ 
ply. Women and children lean over the 
incubator and talks baby talk to the little 
chickens running contentedly about their 
pens. The incubator is placarded 44 The 
Happy Orphaas” and 41 Who Cares for 
Mother I” Thus is all the pathos extracted 
from 44 Lines to a Mother” and other tear­ 
ful poems in honor of that hitherto highly- 
landed female who now Beems in danger of 
declining in popularity and becoming an 
institution of the past. The 44 young men 
from Jerusalem” fail to impress the psalm 
tune, the sacred olive and the date upon 
the near beholder, siDce they so openly 
pursue the nimble sixpence. 
They are 
four voung men in striped tunics and sashes, 
with tauseled caps on their heads. Their 
skins are very brown, aud they talk darkly 
among themselves in an unknown language, 
while the bargainer stands helplessly Be­ 
fore them, holding carved bracelets, a sil­ 
ver necklace or a little box made from 
Jerusalem wood, wondering how much 
ooght to he paid for these articles and bow 
much she will really pay. A little further 
along 
A BAND OF NEGROES 
Are at work at tobacco, and now and then 
one breaks out into singing, the rest join­ 
ing in, till the parts are all made up. It is 
noticeable that male voices alone are beard, 
the women standing silently at work, now 
and then glancing the whites of their eyes 
upward at the interested crowd or throw­ 
ing quick gleaming smiles at each other. 
One is & large-eyed young girl, with short 
bair just curling iu her neck, the faint 
duskiness shadcwiDg lips and checks alone 
giving the hint as to the dark bar in her 
Birth. The old man weaving carpets still 
bends at his loom, aud shoots his shuttles 
through aud through as though freshened 
over and wound up from la«t year. The 
eminent Japanese artists squat npon their 
beels and paint and embroider before the 
eyes of the admiring multitude, and at 
every half hour the great bell tolls for time 
gone. At half-past ten it shouts good­ 
night with its metal tongue, and the mu­ 
sicians play the slow strains which send 
us all to home and bed. Human tongues 
take up the echo of the bell’s good-night, 
and slowly, like the peari in Cleopatra’s 
cup, the crowd melts away into Bpace, 
and is gone entirely, completely, as its own 
Saturday night at the fair.K ate E eath.

icg Committee, ab well as id the address of 
th e President, who rem arked: “ This crop 
g* ems designed by Providence for cur peculiar 
clim ate.” A rerna-k which an experience of 
tw enty years has fully confirmed. 
The fair 
a t Stockton was in many respects the best 
th at had been held. 
A good di?i.lay of honce 
m anufactures was made, and a fiae colltction 
of blooded stock was on exhibition. 
The fifth annual fair was held at the r»ity 
of Marysville in 1858, in a new Pavilion 
erected by ’.he city f ar the accornmoda’ion of 
the State Fair, and designed to be used in the 
future for the fairs of a district society. John 
C. Fall was the President for this year. The 
two new features of -lie exhibition in 1858 
were an exhibition cf tropical fruit—oranges, 
lemons and citrors—from Los Angeles, and 
an exhibition of honey bees imported from 
the Atlantic States. 
A t the annual m»o’ing 
this ye»r an amendment to the cinstitution 
was a d p te d p .ruianentiy locating the office 
of the society a t the capital rf -,h9 Stat8. 
Hon. S. B Beil, who d-divered the aur.uil 
address, called attention to the fact th at this 
was the fifth annual S u ’e F air in a St&'e 
not yet Dine years old, and, too, when the 
B U te was settled for m in in g a n i not for agri­ 
cultural purposes. 
The Society had made the rounds of the 
principal ciths of the S tite, aud in 1859 
came back to Sacramento, where it has since 
fouad a -.inrma- ent home. 
By authority ob­ 
tained of the Legislature, Sacramento city 
a rd county levied a tcx and built the present 
Pavilion, and presented the use of the same 
to the Society for its fairs in the future. The 
fair of 1S59—the sixth in the State—was 
really a grand success as an exhibition. 
The 
exhibition of the product? of the dairy wae 
an im portant feature. 
In the horticultural 
lire an «xhibitlnu of Oregon fruit by the side 
of California fruit attracted great interest. 
C. I. Hutchinson was again President of the 
Society. 
In bi« address he was fully up 
to the spirit of the ocea-ion. 
He com­ 
menced in these words: 
“ Our hands have 
seized the 
plow, 
and 
we 
must 
not 
falter. 
W e have a glorious pros Diet before 
ub—a field rich in every attribute', beantifnl 
in eve-y aspect, bounded only by the lim its' 
of the commonwealth.” Judge Tod B 'b ic- 
son, in bis animal address, urged the educa­ 
tion cf farmers’ s o d s with special reference 
to their becoming intelligent and scientific 
agriculturists, and pointed out the necessity 
of schorls and colleges for this purpose. 
The Slate Fair w o , in effect, permanently 
located a t Sacrsm en’o by the action of the 
annual meeting held in the new pavilion, 
January 18, 1860. 
A t this meeting the 
Board of Directors reported th at farming 
proper—that is, the scientific, systematic 
culture of the »< II, the routine of successive 
crops, the jndici-us return of food to the 
soil, the construction of permanent fences 
and bniidings. and the planting of shade 
and om -mental trees for the protection and 
comfort if stock—is everywhere becoming the 
subject of thought and action, amounting, in 
many case», to actual enthusiasm, and signi­ 
fying, iu the strongest possihle manner, that 
onr cultivators are not only determined to 
tuake California their home, but to make for 
th»rr selves home? in California, which shall 
suffer in comparison with none in the nation. 


Speaking of 
the improvement 
in stock 
breeding, the Board contirnes : " Perhaps If 
we were to compare the interest and the im 
provements in tbs various departm ents of 
laudable industry in the State by means of a 
graduating scale, stock breeding wou’d at. the 
present time constitute the ‘sum m it’. 
W ith 
reference to the past, this is certainly the 
golden age of stock in California, but we 
trust th at with reference to the future, it if 
but the beginning—the in-re twilight of the 
age—th at a manhood in the departmental in 
to be attained, compared with which the 
present interest is the merest infant.” Presi­ 
dent Phelps, in his oper.ing address this vear, 
made this s’atainent for the benefit of ten 
farmers : 
“ I t is a most singular and hnmili 
ating fact th at we are yet rec ivine from New 
Fork and P>oston large supplies of cured 
meats, while carcass beef is worth scarcely 
one-half as much here as it is in either of 
th se cities. 
W e are shipping barley to New 
York, a distance of seventeen thousand miles, 
and receiving in re'u-n pork, hams, bacon, 
and lard made from g-ain of the same grade. 
This certainly should not b?. particularly 
since It has been demonstrated that they cap 
be cured in this climate as well as in any 
other." 
The fair of 1861 lacked somewhat in the 
general inter e t and support which had been 
given to the three or f _nr preceding, but the 
stock exhibition wa« an excellent, one. 
Gov­ 
ernor Nye, who made a eho-t address on the 
occasion, ?aid : " I say in all frankness th at I 
never have seen in any of the older S’atea— 
and I have attended State F airs in fifteen of 
the States of the Union—a finer exhibition of 
blood cattle than I have witnessed here in 
California, 
A ll credit is dne to the pioneers 
in this noble improvement. 
It costs no mere, 
nay, it costs Las, to rear a good animal than 
it does a poor one. 
They are more easily at­ 
tended, and produce m- re in value and kind.” 
Jerom e C. Davis was President of the P ciety 
durirg the y err and made no opening ad­ 
dress—being, as he said, a worker snd not a 
speaker. 
The w ipt’r of 1S61-2 will ever be 
remembered by the people of California r.s 
the great filed year, b at except in particular 
localities it was a sucersful year to agri­ 
culture. 
To the Siate Sccie’y it was a period 
of reverses ar.d disc-urspenent, 
However, 
the fair of 1862 showed gratifying progress in 
all our m ater al industries. 
A. H iraszthy 
waR President of the Society’ this year. 
In 1863 the Sociely was lifted out from 
under a cloud which a large debt had cast 
upon it, and began to manife.it tew life and 
vigor. 
T hii year Judge Isaac D ivis w as 
President, and G .varnor Loland Stanford 
delivered the annual address. 
He spoke 
of 
the great advantages to 
the State 
an 
overland 
railroad 
would 
bring, 
a id particularly to the farmers. 
He said : 
“ Of the varied interests of California non” 
will reap richer benefits from a railroad 
across ttm continent than tho»e depending on 
the pursuits of agriculture. 
By it the atten­ 
tion of the world will be attracted to our 
State ; its population will be angnrenied ; 
new fields of indusrry will be explored, and 
new markets opened for the products of our 
s i!. 
Indeed, with_ the construction of the 
Pacific railroad, its inducements for immigra­ 
tion. the vast commercial relations it must, 
estatlhh, the great bry cities which as one of 
its results will, in tw enty five years, have a 
p prlaticn of a tnill’oa inhabitants—all tb-B9 
w 1; create for tin farmer? of our State a m ar­ 
ket that will be almost illimitable iu extent. 
I t is well for agriculturists to consider the 
mighty future of the Pacific slope, ar.d tie 
consequent ii-fluence upon their own future 
so closely connected with it.” 
Among the 
im portant features of the f ,ir of 1863 we» the 
exhibition of wine and brandy and raisins, 
products of the vi.;e. 
Iu 
their 
report 
the Board this year sa y : 
“ The exhi- 
bi'ion 
at the la»l annual fair, though not 
as full and abundant in some departments 
as in some former years, yet proved that the 
State is making more rapid and substantial 
progress in the development of wealth and 
(he production of new and useful articles of 
industry than at any previous tim e in her 
history.” 
The year 1SG3-4 was the great drought 
5^ear—unprecedented in the his’ory of the 
State. 
Crops of all kinds, and everywhere, 
were cot short, and stock had te be driven to 
the tale? and the mountains to keep them 
alive. 
U nder the circumstances, only a 
stock fair was held. 
This vsar taught the 
farmers of California one of the most im­ 
portant lessons th ’-y have ever yet learned— 
the lesson of emnnier-faliowing. 
The Society 
made i’seif very useful in collecting and die- 
semin&ting statistics and general experience 
on this subject. 
The year 1864 was the first of C. F. Raed’s 
Presidency of the Society, and the second of 
I. N. Hoag’s service as Secretary. 
W ith the 
return of spring in the year 1865, confidence 
in agriculture returned to the farmers, and 
the year was marked by a general improve­ 
ment in cultivation and increase of yield in 
staple crops. 
Dr. John F. Morse deliv­ 
ered the annual address a t the State fair, 
and gave some good advice to the farm­ 
ers. 
In speaking of large farms, he said : 
“ T ü erearen o moncpclh ts so arrogant, so 
dictatorial, so dangerous to the peace and per­ 
petuity of the State, ss the overgrown, mo­ 
nopolizing, political nabob? of the soil. Mod­ 
erately large farm», well tilled, coastitu’e the 
true glory of a nation or State. 
Contiguity 
of small farms awakens and maintains an em­ 
ulation in agriculture which converts val­ 
leys, hillsides aud prairies into those wonder­ 
ful gardtn'fields of beau'y and plenty that 
never fail to l-n-sp’ure the eye and delight 
the heart of needy and ennobled humanity. 
This is the bind of agriculture we want in 
California, from the partial development of 
which our State has taken a stride in progress 
in eighteen v«n>s unknown to snv half cen­ 
tury of previous historical knowledge." 
The year 180) was another successful ore 
to agriculture iu California, and the fair of 
th at year was the bent ge. eral representative 
exhibition of ail the industrie? made up to 
th at date. 
In this year the State Society 
collected a large assortment of our agricult­ 
ural, horticultural and vinicultnral products, 
as well as some of onr manufactured article», 
and sen’- them fur exhibbion at the W orld's 
F air at Paris, in 1867. 
Two members of th9 
B -ard of Agriculture attended the fair at 
Paris as representatives of the California 
Society. 
The fair of 1867 was a marked advance for­ 
ward, especially in the mechanical depart­ 
ment and in the line of manufactured goods. 
President Reed, in his opening addres?, gave 
expression to the universal impression of the 
fa ir: “ The exhibition which we see before 
us to-night is a refl x of the pre?ent state of 
the civilization of the most enlightened na­ 
tions of the world. 
I t is a conceo’rated pano­ 
rama of the industrie? and industrial occupa­ 
tions of the Pacific coast. 
Go, if you please, 
into the lower hall, and you will see there 
samples of our great staples and vegetables— 
waeat, oats, barley, corn, rye, beaus, Irish and 
sweet potatoes, onions, cabbage, beets, turnip?, 
etc. 
S:ep into the wiae-room and you will 
sie a display of all varieties of wine known to 
commerce that would do no discredit to the old­ 
est and best wine countries in the world. We 
also Dotice samples of butter aud cheese. 
O ir mowing machinery is a very attractive 
and i nteresting departm ent i f our present ex­ 
hibition. 
Never before has there been exhib­ 
i t s at a Cai fornia State Fair, or at any 
other State Fair in the world, so great an 
amount of really valuable and practical min­ 
ing machinery as may be seen by stepping 
into the departm ent devoted to that industry. 
W e may state th at even the great Paris E x­ 
position con’ained nothing th at would com­ 
pare witn the excellence (and variety ol min­ 
erals shown in the vat ions cabinets exhibited 
here. 
F or 
the 
interests 
of 
the 
State, 
perhaps 
no 
more 
im portant 
display is seen here than 
th at 
made 
by the enterprising proprietors of the va­ 
rious woolen mill?. 
The articles exhibit? d

Trea'ment of Peach Trees. 
The peach t.-ee is generally considered a 
very short-lived fruit tree, and is in fact so 
under the treatm ent it generally receives. 
H orticaltorists, however, are cf late coming 
to believe th a t with proper treatm ent the 
peach tree may be made to live a long life and 
be?r good crops of fiu it to a good old age. 
This subject was under cou»ideration at the 
meeting of the State H orticultural Society on 
the 25th of last month, and was discussed 
in a very interesting and instructive manner. 
Jam es Shinn read a very interesting es?ay on 
the peach. 
H e spoke of its great antiquity. 
Even before the Christian era, and daring 
the reign of the Cmsais, the peach was exten­ 
sively cultivated and a general favorite. 
It 
has m sirtsiued a favored place among the 
fm ita cf the tem perate zones down to the 


present time. 
I t is propagated by planting 
the pits of the fruit, and any desired variety 
i? produced by budding ‘ the seedling in 
the autum n of its first season’s growth. 
New varieties are produced by cross-fertiliza­ 
tion. 
The pollen of thb blossom of une va­ 
riety is brought into contact with the stigma 
of a blossom of another variety. 
The pits < f 
the peaches thus 
cross-fertilized while in 
blcom will produce new varieties. 
The peach 
in the e’.ncy s~il of New Jersey produces 
from three to five crop». 
On this coast the 
tree may be kept in full bearing from fifteen 
to tw enty years. 
T.ne diseases to which the 
peach is tu'-jer’ are leaf-curl and mildew. 
S.m.e varieties cf the peach are greatly sub­ 
ject to the leaf curl, v.hilo others are nearly 
proof sgainet it. 
The only known remedy or 
preventive for the leaf-curl is to cultivate 
the varieties not subject to it. 
Thu? th? mil­ 
dew attacks snore virie'ie», while others are 
nearly clear cf this disease. 
The treee that 
have serrated, glandle&s leaves ate more sub­ 
ject to the mildew on their h u it th?.n thos- 
chat 
have 
glands 
at 
the 
foot of the 
leaf stem. 
This fact indicates the means 
of avoiding the mildew in the peach. 
There 
are two modes of converting the fr»oh perish­ 
able peach into a durable and merchantable 
or eommirc’sl form—canning and liryrng. 
Ov'-r 4,000,000 cans of fiuit were put up i 
California iu 1881, and about two-thirds o' 
the-e were peaches. 
TLeee canned peache? 
were fent to Europe, Australia. New Zea­ 
land, Cni-ta 
and Ja p a r, aud to Mexico 
and other parts 
of our 
own continent. 
T. e advantage of canning peaches has tie 
advantage of preserving the freshness and 
fl ivor cf 
the fruit, when the canning is 
properly done. 
D iying is the other mode if 
preservation, and with the improved m eth­ 
ods of drying by aitificial dryers, is a vetv 
gocd one. 
I t has the advantage of simpl’ci-y 
and economy th at brings it within tho reacn 
of every producir, and another advantage of 
decreased bulk and less freight iu ship 
ping. 
B ut peaches ehouM always be peeled 
l-.efore drying. 
By selecting early and late 
varieties, and then those th at ripen at differ­ 
ent times between the two extremes, families 
may supply them sdves with peaches for a 
long period each season fresh fr-un the tree, 
a id the mvrke s ntay iu like manner be sup­ 
plied. 
After the reading of Mr. Shinn’s essay 
embracing the above points, a very instructive 
discussion took place among rite members 
present. 
The su ts anca of this discussion 
j summarized may 
be 
stated as follows: 
first, that peach trees need regular but care­ 
ful prunirg every vear, to prevent too long 
canes or limbs and over-bearing. 
Charcoal, 
wood ashes and irou shavings or filings are 
among the best f-rtilizsrs of the peach. 
W ith good care peach trees have been known 
to live a id hear gocd and abundant fruit till 
over 90 years old. 
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INTERESTING TO FaUMERS. 


E c o n o m y i n D a i r y C o w s . — N o person 
thinks of running two machines to do the 
w ork of one, nor to occupy valuable space 
w ith tw o objects when a single one wiil 
answer. 
As w ith m aterial so w ith cows 
f ir dairy purposes, and why fanners insist 
by practice on keeping tw o cows to give 
the tnilk of one is a m atter th a t demands 
thought. 
Two cows instead of one require 
a double am ount of food, to say n oth’ugof 
the extra care and attention needed in their 
managem ent, and hence all the work de­ 
voted to them above th a t actually necessa­ 
ry for the production of a given quantity 
of milk, b u tter or cheese is an extrava­ 
gance and waste. 
Oue of th e principal 
causes of this lack of foresight iu dairv 
m atters is carelessness in breeding. I t may­ 
be an expensive m atter on th e p art of 
dairym en to chaDge their stock from an 
inferior to a better kind, but this need not 
be done suddenly, uclesB the means guar­ 
antee it. 
By a selection of first-class bulls 
from our principal b u tte r a id m ilking 
strains much benefit can be gained in afew 
seasons. 
If b u tter is the principal object 
iu view, the use of a Jersey or Guernsey 
bull will not only increase the yield and 
q uantity of b u tter but, owing to the rapidi­ 
ty w ith which these breeds m ature, the 
whole herd can be com pletely changed in 
tw o years. 
A second cross results iu an 
increased benefit. 
Tne sum expended for 
a bull need not necessarily be considered as 
an outlay, for the bull will possess a mone­ 
tary value outside of his usefulness for 
stock purposes. 
As this principle is ap­ 
plicable to all dairies, so may the breeders 
for m ilking qualities resort to bulls of the 
H olstein and A yrshire breeds for improve­ 
m ent, and our beef can be m ade m uch bet­ 
ter by the use of the shorthorns and Hoi- 
Bteins. 


E f f e c t o f O d o r s o n M i l k . — Upon this 
question Professor Arnold, in th e w ork 
“ Am erican D airying,” sa y s: “ The Lon­ 
don M ilk Journal cites instances where 
m ilk th at has stood a short tim e in the 
presence of persons sick w ith typhoid fever, 
or been handled by parties before fully re­ 
covered from the small-pox, has spread 
these diseases as effectually as if the per­ 
sons them selves had been present. 
Scarla­ 
tina, measles and other contagious diseases 
have been spread in the same way. 
The 
peculiar smell of a cellar is indelibly im ­ 
pressed upon all the b u tter m ade from m ilk 
standing in it. 
A few- puffs from a pipe or 
a cigar will scent all the m ilk in the room, 
and a sm oking lamp will soon do th e same. 
A pail of miik standing ten m inntes where 
it will take the scent of a strong-sm elling 
stable, or any other offensive odor, will im ­ 
bibe a taiDt th a t will never leave it. 
A 
m aker of gilt edged b u tter objects to cool­ 
ing warm m ilk in the room w here his milk 
stands for the cream to rise, because he 
says the odor escapiug from the new m ilk 
while cooling is taken in by the other milk 
and retained to th e injury of his butter. 
This may seem like descending to little 
things, btit it m ust be rem em bered th a t it 
is the sum of such little things th a t deter­ 
mines w hether the products of th e dairy 
are to be sold a t cost or below, or as a high- 
priced luxury. 
If m ilk is to be converted 
into an article of the latter class, it m ust 
be handled and kept in clean and sweet 
vessels, and m ust stand in pure fresh air, 
such as would be desirable and healthy for 
people to breathe.” 


F a r m in g W it h o u t T o o l s.—I t seems 
th a t many well-to-do farm ers have an idea 
th a t farm ing can be conducted w ithout 
tools of their own, and if th ey can get a 
d ay ’s run out of a neighbor’s plow, machine 
or im plem ent of any kind, they are actual­ 
ly so m uch ahead. 
T n tre is one point the 
borrower never seems to consider, th a t the 
lender may actually w ant the im plem ent 
himself, and to accommodate a neighbor 
loans the article and lets his own work go, 
and often a t considerable loss, for storm s, 
etc., m ay come, th a t may hinder the labor 
th a t would havo otherw ise been accom­ 
plished even after its return by the bor­ 
rower, and th e loss seems a positive dam ­ 
age. 
A subscriber w rites of a plan to avoid 
this, the establishing of a tool-lending 
agency in any tow n w here a man may bor­ 
row a tool—a b etter term than hire. 
He 
w rites : 
“ The facility w ith which men 
borrow tools and farm m achinery suggests 
the inquiry w hether it w ouldn’t pay some 
enterprising farm er in every thickly-settled 
com m unity who has money to invest, to 
purchase mowers, reapers, tedders, rakes, 
threshers, 
etc , and himself employing 
okillful men to run them , rent his men, 
horses and machines by the day, the acre, 
or the job, as m ay be agreed.” 
H ow to Make Tomato Figs.—Pour 
boiling w ater over the tomatoes, in order 
to remove the skins ; then weigh them and 
place them in a Btone jir , w ith as much 
sugar as you have tomatoes, and let them 
stand tw o days ; then pour off the syrup, 
and boil and skim it until no scum rises. 
Then ponr it over the tom atoes and let 
them stand for tw o days as before, then 
boil and skim again. A fter the th ird time, 
they are fit to dry, if tho w eather is good ; 
if not, let them stand in the syrnp until 
drying w eather. 
Then place on large 
earthen plates or dishes and p a t them in 
th e sun to dry, which w ill take about a 
week ; 
after which pack them down ia 
sm all wooden boxes, w ith fine w aite sugar 
between each layer. 
Tomatoes prepared 
in this m anner will keep for years. 
Galled Shoulders.— An Illinois farm er 
gives the following direction for curing 
galled horses, and says th at it is infallible : 
“ Take old leather and burn it to a crisp ; 
rub the ashes on the galled part. 
A few 
applications will effect a perfect cure. 
A 
new worb-horae p u t to th e plow this spring 
received several severe galls on both shoul­ 
ders. 
A few applications of th e burnt 
leather m ade tbein as sound as if never in- 
yared, and no scar ia now seen.” 


America may be em phatically called the 
land of breakfasts. 
W hether it is in a d ­ 
vance of other cin n tries in th e details and 
appointm ents of the breakfast table is a 
question well w orthy of consideration. 
Heavy breakfasts are by no means unknown 
in other c untries, hut it may fairly be as- 
erted th at, taking society class by class, 
from the highest to the low est grade, more 
consideration is bestowed upon ti e ques­ 
tion hereth au anyw here else. 
I t is a m at­ 
ter of no little surprise th a t the prevailing 
estheficiam of the day has not invaded the 
early mornim/ hours and replaced beef­ 
steak ar.il cutlets by m ere ethereal food, 
and, eo far as we can ascertain, the prophet 
of reform has not uttered any protest 
against the luxuries of hot bread, griddle 
cakis or biscuits, but has devoted all the 
energy which lecturing and an appreciation 
of the inartistic developm ent of th e ordi­ 
nary miuci have left him to a consideration 
of the hideous forms imposed upon the 
equipage of the table by modern cup and 
saucer purveyors. 


FASHION, 
T h at great man cf the m ountain, under 
whose iron rule we languish, m ust be held 
re»ponsible for such sins acainst taste and 
retiucm ent as perverted m ilk jugs snd dis­ 
located cream pitchers, to say nothing cf 
flit tea-pots and inebriated coffee biggins, 
but fashion, so far, has not laid a deterrent 
tiuger upon the gridiron or the Btew-pan. 
They, if inartistic, are equal to the dem ands 
made upon them , and there is no evidence, 
even among th e worn-out u ltra fashion­ 
ables a t N ew port or Saratoga, of th a t in a ­ 
bility to do justieo to a good breakfast 
which is characteristic of the rich-bred 
En.-li-hwoman. 
So far, at all events, the 
attractions of a meal consisting of dry 
toast and tea, of a light-boiled egg, or a 
rasher cf bacon daintily reposing upon a 
sprig of parsley sre coufir.ed to those envi- 
ab!e per ons who, in spite of the possibility 
of being Prussians, Arab?, or Itahans. are 
B ritish to the backbone. 
No foreigu k ick ­ 
shaws .are found at John Bull’s breakfabt 
table, and the odor of 


HOT BREAD 
I? unknow n, except upon M onday m orn­ 
ing, when the neighbors would certainly 
think it odd if th e h a W left no hot rolls 
at the líateme n t door. 
N me the lees, how­ 
ever, the English breakfast table in a com ­ 
fortable home i? a pleasant sight to see. 
The ethereal nature of tue food supply is 
counter balanced by the daintiness and 
nicety if the table appointm ents. 
N o ­ 
where else in modest homes are such break­ 
fast sets to be seen ; no m atter how inex­ 
pensive or how unassuming, ’he cups, the 
plates, tho utensils generally will lie of 
such shape and design th a t W illiam M orris 
himself could eat w ithout having his teeth 
set on edge. 
This fact, and it will be 
readily adm itted, is due in no small meas­ 
ure co th at great reformer in the realm of 
pottery, Josiah Wedgwood. 
H e gave it 
as his decided opinion taat, all things being 
equal, cups and saucers, jugs and pitchers, 
m ight as well be of good form and shape 
as not, and divided his attention between 
th e perfecting of glaze ami elaborating de­ 
signs of which should fulfill th e require­ 
m ent of art.

IF CULTURED TASTE 
Galls fcr plates w ith deep-toned borders, 
im itative em ulation will at once produce 
stone china w ith an unadorned surface and 
a deep-red line. 
There is a reason for this, 
as for m ost other things, which lies below 
the surface. 
The avenge English mind 
has no independence. 
I t is sufficient th a t 
a cup or plate, a jug or a glass, has ob­ 
tained the patronage of royalty or of some 
supposed authority upon the subject to 
m ake it an absolute necessity of domestic 
peace, and th at the style and th at shape 
shall adorn the table of the m odest villa. 
A nd there is oue obvious advantage iu this 
—when the upper classes happen to be 
cultured in art and capable of recognizing 
correct form and design, the taste Bpreads, 
not because the masses are educated up to 
th e necessary appreciation of the fact, but 
because it is a genuine article of faith with 
them th a t w hat is “ the thing” iu the rank 
above them is the thing to be im itated.

tive agents, he is apt to buy the eup, sau­ 
cer, or nnlk jug w ith will stand th e moat 
w ear and tia r, or w hich commends itself to 
hi? individual taste. 
The result is a pre­ 
valence of w hite^ihina for ordinary use un- 
eqnaled except in France and Germany. 
W ith dinner sets we have at present no­ 
thing to do, or we m ight pass a reflection 
upon the extraordinary persistence w ith 
which w hite dishes appear upon the scenes 
at boarding-houses and 
sm aller hotels. 
How ugly they are ! 
The blue and w hite 
delf ware of England, be it only in the 
humble “ H um phrey clock” or willow’ p at­ 
tern, is a thousand tim es better.

AMERICAN HOUSEKEEPER 
Lies in the fact th a t it isso easily m atched ! 
W e should say it Is—easily m atched in 
m aterial, 
but perf-ctly cum atchable in 
hideous ueliness. 
There is some com pen­ 
sation in France and Germ any for ungainly 
thick w hite cups in the flavor and aroma 
of the coffee they co n tain ; one is even 
reconciled to the absence of all order in 
the appointm ents of the table in consider­ 
ation of this fact, hu t certainly if the 
prevalence of a th itn e r variety of the 
same in America is due to the tide of G er­ 
m en imm igration, th at is a w eighty reason 
for discountenancing it. 
Tne Germ an 
propagator of the wbite ware of his native 
land is a? injuriou? to the interests of trade 
as th e Ciiinaman’s delizhc in th e wash- 
tub. 
So far, then, as the enp and saucers are 
concerned, we hail with delight the sta te ­ 
m ent th it they m ust soon be beaten from 
the field.

no longer exists such a reason for failure 
as th at given by M.. Packer, of Philadel­ 
phia, w;ien, in 1825, he closed his porce­ 
lain works because ne wae unable to find 


artists who could decorate his ware. There 
is nc such dearth of artists to-day ; there 
is, on the contrary, an opposite danger 
when so many am ateur cbiua painters are 
in the field th a t everyone who can hold a 
brush ha? decorated some article in daily 
use. 
I t occurs to us th a t here another and 
a w ider field of female industry is opening 
up— one w orthy of all the traiuing neces­ 
sary for successful competition, for good 
prices will alw ays be commanded by those 
who can furnish original designs for porce­ 
lain or pottery. 
The prevailing fashion to-day is fer E n­ 
glish china. 
Breakfast seta by M inton and 
Copeland are in dem and, while W edgwood 
ware is as popular as ever. 
French china 
is at present lose sought after, and so much 
knowledge is required in the purcnase of 
Eastern rarities, aud so m uch light has re­ 
cently been let in upon th eir questionable 
antiquity th at com paratively few persons 
indulge in Chinese cups and scucer9 or 
Japanese ware, or if th ey do they relegate 
their treasures to the bric-a-brac shelf and 
content them scives w ith drinking th eir tea 
or coffee out of less expensive utensils.

China casters for 
the breakfast table are to be had in every 
variety of form, either separately or col 
Iectively, in a triple stand. 
For those who 
prefer such condim ents in silver casters the 
la te it fashion provides salt-cellars in the 
Ehapc of a puss in boots, pepper-pots in 
the guise of dogs, monkeys, or cats, and 
quaint little pitchers for vinegar and oil.

A LUXURIOUS BREAKFAST TABLE. 
W here money is no object, and the gratifi­ 
cation of taste is the sole cunrideration, 
there are endless varieties of breakfast ap­ 
purtenances in silver or in plated ware. 
Double fo ks, for serving fish, are piovided 
for each individual ; dishes k ept heated by 
the spirit lam p have superseded th e old- 
fashioned hot w ater plate, muflio plates are 
furnished w ith perforated covers : 
cream 
j »rs and covered pitchers for hot m ilk stand 
aide by side w ith the m ilk jug proper. 
As 
for coffee-pots, th eir name is legion. 
A s­ 
suredly, if the coffee produced is not up to 
the m ark the berry itself is responsible, or 
the blame attaches to non-boiling w ater or 
w ant of sym pathetic suasion on th e p a rt cf 
the m aker. 
Of the m any now exnibited 
tw o especially commend them selves to us. 
One is m ade upon the principle of the 
French ca/tliere, in 
which 
th e 
w ater 
placed in the lower com partm ent is heated 
over a spirit lamp, end as it boils forces its 
way through the coffee, which is inclosed 
in the perforated 
cover, 
and bubbles 
through it into a glass receptacle above, to 
descend again by slow filtration to the 
lower portion as the extinction of the 
spirit lowers the tem perature. Coffee made 
upon this principle is alw ays a success, and 
pots of various m aterials are constructed 
upon the French plan, although they havo 
not exactly a French look about them . 
A nother variety which is y et new er is the 
reversible coffee-pot, in which both halves 
are exactly alike, while the ground coffee 
is packed into a perforated receptacle be­ 
tween the two. 
Sufficient w ater, in any 
num ber of cups required, is placed in the 
lower compartmeDt, aud the pot fits into a 
stand over a spirit-lam p. 
As soon as the 
w ater boils, as 6hown by the steam issuing 
from the spout, the pot is rapidiy turned 
upside down, and th e w ater now in the up­ 
per portion filters slowly through the sieve, 
retaining as it flows the full aroma of the 
cc.ff e.

her housewifely cares, and clad in the s?mi- 
deshabille in which those tasks aie p er­ 
formed by the notable women of foreign 
countries. 
In Italy, 
again, 
breakfast 
means hot rolls and coffee, and in H olland 
the addition of strong-flavored cheese or 
sm oked herring is scarcely a redeeming 
feature. 
D ainty breakfast sets are alm ost 
unknown, except in the few families who 
in traveling have learned the beauty of 
such unfam iliar things snd whoso view s of 
the possibilities of life 
are 
enlarged. 
T he 
reception 
of 
guests 
a t a break­ 
fast 
tabic 
is 
necessarily 
informal. 
Breakfast parties are not very common, 
and when they take place their charm lies 
in the freedom and fam iliarity 
which 
should be their accompaniments. 
Iu cer­ 
tain circles of society the breakfast has 
som ew hat usurped the place of luncheons, 
notably among literary people and mem­ 
bers cf th e theatrical profession. 
In the

plate and flowers, choice dishes, and m ost 
recherche wines tak e place, w hile among 
the b terati the charm depends rath er upon 
the flow of w it and hum or which presum ­ 
ably accompanies all lite rary gatheriegs.

provem ent in this sultry w eather. 
I t docs

Ti.e London Echo speaks of a moltura 
aspect of C hristianity as follow s: 
“ The 
grow th of tolerance aud C hri?tian good-will 
betw een the Catholics aBd P rotestants, at 
least in those districts where Old Cathcli- 
cii-m prevails, is a religious phenomenon 
which deserves to be chronicled and held 
up as an exam ple for other parts of the 
world. 
W e have before us the Tw enty 
ninth A nnual R eport of the P rotestant 
K .rchlicbe Hilfsvercin of the C anton of 
Aargsu for th e year 1SS1, and one of th- 
most rem arkabic Itatu res in it is the list of 
kindly and brotherly actions winch the 
Protestant m inority has received in m aey 
communes from the Catholic m ajority. 
Ac 
Rheinfelden the P roteotaut congregation 
does not as y et possess a church of its own, 
although it ia collecting fun is to build one. 
Hence it m eets a t present in a large room ; 
but a t th e recent insiallxtiou of a new 
P rotestant P iarrer, when th is room was 
found to be too small to accomm odate the 
num ber of visitors who w er. expected at 
the ceremony, th e C atholic congregation 
offered th eir evangelical fellow citiz ns the 
free use of the parish church, which was 
gladly accepted, and m any Catholics a t­ 
tended the servme. 
Such a fact snows a 
grow th of tolerance on both sidea. 
T he Conijrei/ationalist gives the following 
review of tne Presbyterian Church in the 
U nited S ta 'es for th e last year : “ A ccord­ 
ing to statistics iu st compiled, th e Presby­ 
terian Church N- ith , m this couutiy, now 
has 5,744 churches, w ith a iotal m em ber­ 
ship of 598,128; and its total becevo’.tn t 
contributions the last year have been 
$9,249,397. 
The am ount given to home 
missions was $467,625 ; foreign, $465 219. 
Education, church 
erection 
and 
other 
kindred works are not inc'uded in theca 
home mission figures. 
The Souvhern P res­ 
byterian Church reports 2 010 church-s 
(with only 1,081 m inisters) and 123,806 
comm unicants. Its contributions, reported 
the la=t year, have been $1,130,133, of 
which foreign missions had $46.638, while 
nothing is specified for home missions. The 
Church N orth received 29 389 m em bers on 
confession durin:/. tne y e a r; the C hurch 
South, 5,062. 
Tlie Church N orth organ­ 
ized 182 new churches ar.d reports only 50 
as disbanded. 
The entire Presbyterian 
C hurch m em bership of ail branches in this 
country is p u t dow n at 825,000.” 
The R itualists of Philadelphia are now 
complaining th at while they have been per­ 
secuted for excess of ritual, th eir Low 
Church b re th u n indulge in defective ritual 
and go scot free. 
They give m any such ia- 
stances, aud call upon tne Bishop either to 
notice them or else let th e R itualistic St. 
C ltrnent’sC hurch alón». I t is not probable, 
however, th a t Bishop Evans, being a man of 
sense, w ill prosecu’e a clergyman because 
he does not opsn his church on every petty 
saint’s day, even though th e neglect to do 
so may be technically a violation of a 
prayer-book rubric. 
A great many- cler­ 
gymen think it unnecessary to open their 
churches d ai;.y for the sexton and a few 
old women who are beneficiaries of the 
parish.

The 
m an who realizes this fact knows ju st when to move 
t j adjourn in a convention, and ju st w hst argu­ 
m ents to cd?.tnce to secure the adjournm ent. 


Mr. Doyle has come forward lately 
the character of a reformer, and has in this 
character shown how completely he has 
abandoned all the theories on this subject 
which he held when he was a member of 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners. At 
that time he was satisfied that cost of ser­ 
vice could net be made the standard of 
freight charges, and he said so very em­ 
phatically in his report. Now he is eqnally 
convinced that cost of service ought to be 
made the basis of freight charges, though 
his argaments in Bupport of this poeition 
are singularly sophistical and insincere. It 
would be a hopeless task to follow Mr. 
Doyle and refute every one|of his misstate­ 
ments, deceptive implications, instances of 
false logic, and general crooked reasoning ; 
but we will endeavor to do justice to the 
most flagrant of his offenses against truth 
and candor. 
In the first place he seeks to 
make a point by saying that the classifica­ 
tion of freight on different railroads, is dif­ 
ferent. 
Now this 
is unavoidable, 
the 
reason being that the conditions of trans­ 
portation are never the same on any two 
roads. 
Volume of particular kinds of 
freight, distance carried, values in termi­ 
nal markets, are all different on different 
roads, and therefore the fact that classifi­ 
cation varies has no significance. 
In the 
second place Mr. Doyle lays down as an 
axiom a proposition which is not true. 
He 
says, and italicizes the assertion: “ Rail- 
“ roads are public highway s just as much 
“ as turnpike roads are.” Now this is not 
the fact. 
There is no analogy between 
railroads and turnpikes. 
Further on Mr. 
Doyle speaks of a railroad franchise as be­ 
ing identical with a toll-road franchise, and 
this is nonsense. 
Railroads are not in 
fact public highways in the sense that 
turnpike roads are. 
They are not open to 
any one to use. 
They can in fact only be 
used by the corporations that own them. 
Mr. Doyle says that “ the whole public 
" are entitled to transit over them on 
“ equal and impartial term s.” 
As a fact 
the whole public have transit over them on 
equal and impartial terms, but pasaeugcr 
traffic is one thing and goods traffic is 
another. 
The flimsiest and least respectable argu­ 
ment made by the ex-Railroad Commia- 
aiocer is that in which he tries to reduce 
the existing rule of freight charges to 
absurdity by showing th at the drayman, 
the telegraph operator, etc., would have 
the same right to base their charges upon 
what the customer would pay. 
In fact 
there is nJ> analogy between the caves. 
The business of transportation by rail is 
one which is intimately combined with the 
maintenance of thd DIOiperity of whole 
States and sections. 
A great railroad, 
covering many hundreds of miles of terri­ 
tory, has to minister to the needs of 
widely separated communities. 
The wider 
its scope the more is it necessitated to 
carry cheap products grown far from the 
markets, at very low rates. 
Thus in 
this State the Southern Pacific has carried 
wheat nearly 200 miles practically for noth­ 
ing. 
It has done this because if it had 
refused to do it a considerable section 
would perforce have been abandoned by 
the settlers, and all the prospective business 
obtainable from the developjnent of that 
part of the State would have been lost. 
But the Southern Pacific could not have 
carried this wheat for nothing if it had not 
been able to recoup itself on more costly 
freight. 
Had it been forced down to arbi­ 
trary rates on Mr. Doyle’s plan, it mu3t 
have refused to carry the Southern wheat 
at all, and let that section go to ruin. 
No 
other business is affected by auy such con­ 
siderations as these, and therefore attempts 
to introduce tho drayman and the telegraph 
operator, eto., are simply disingenuous and 
evasive. 
The basis upon which the classification 
of freight now rests is not, as *Mr. Doyle 
asserts, a false one. 
I t is his argument 
which is false and feeble. 
As to his dis­ 
covery that the existing system amounts 
to the imposition of an ad valorem tax 
upon the merchandise traneported, it is 
only necessary to inquire, what if it does ? 
You may call any charge a tax, if yon 
please, but it does not affect its legitimacy 
or its equity. 
Mr. Doyle admits perforce 
that railroads are entitled to levy tolls, and 
he is lawyer enough to know th at a toll is 
a tax. 
Again, since he is also compelled to 
admit that railroads are entitled to charge 
insurance on 
ail 
goods 
transported, 
there is practically nothing left for him to 
claim, for between the admitted right to 
charge toll and the adm itted right to 
charge insurance, the right to levy an 
ad valorem tax issues quite naturally and 
inevitably, and if Mr. 
Doyle fails to 
perceive this he has far less penetration 
than we had supposed. 
But he falls into 
a very serious error when he tries to define 
the limit of railroad charges, and asserts 
th at “ as 
common 
carriers 
they 
are 
“ entitled to a reasonable compensation, 
“ baaed 
on the necessary cost of the 
‘‘service rendered.” They are entitled to 
a reasonable compensation for the service 
rendered, not for the “ cost of the service 
“ rendered.” 
There is here a vital dis­ 
tinction, and we are surprised that Mr. 
Doyle should have sought to evade it. The 
necessary cost of the service rendered, in­ 
terpreted as he interprets it, has never 
been made the basis of compensation, and 
never can be. 
The service rendered can 
only be ascertained by reference to the 
value of the goods transported, and there­ 
fore what the goods will bear is a neces­ 
sary factor in the charge. 
This Mr. Doyle 
could recognize when he was Railroad 
Commissioner, and it is remarkable that he 
should have so completely repudiated his 
convictions of that period. 
He now talks as though it were a per­ 
fectly easy m atter to ascertain the cost of 
transportation ; yet in 1S77, in his report 
at Railroad Commissioner, he said : 
“ It 
“ is not possible to ascertain the actual 
“ cost of movement in advance of the close 
“ of the season. 
So large a proportion 
“ of the cost of managing and operating a 
“ railroad consists of fixed expenses which 
“ are necessarily the same in amount 
“ without reference to the volume of busi- 
“ ness transacted, th at the actual cost of 
“ transportation of any particular lot of 
“ freight over that of running the train with- 
“ out it is scarcely appreciable ; it amounts 
“ to little more than that of handling 
“ the goods. 
The ‘ cost of transportation ’ 
“ in this case cannot be the basis, nor the 
“ profit on it the measure, of a proper 
“ charge for carriage, because each parcel 
“ of freight should also bear its due pro- 
“ portion of the necesrary general expenses 
“ of the road. 
This it is impossible to as- 


lthont considering the whole 
. of business—a thing liable to 
uuuueti fluctuation, and impossible to 
ae known in advance.” 
That is what 
Mr. Doyle thought about it in 1877. 
In 
1882 he rejects all his former opinions, 
and coolly declares that it is now the easiest 
thing 
imaginable 
to 
do 
what 
he 
formerly 
«asserted 
to 
be 
impossi­ 
ble. 
And 
he 
has 
a 
complete 
panacea. Rverytbing is to be simply classi­ 
fied by weight and measurement, or, as he 
puts it, with a funny affectation of pro 
oision, the new principles are to be a 
" u n it of weight, a unit of measurement, 
“ a terminal charge and a rate for risks, 
"published rates and no deviation,” 
Now Mr. Doyle s brilliant discovery has 
only one serious defect ; th at is to say, it 
is impracticable. 
A unit of weight and 
a unit.of measurement nave been tried on 
the English railways, and the method 
would not work. 
In fact Air. Doyle’s rail­ 
road remedies have the peculiarity of being 
in every case discredited by actual ex­ 
perim ent 
The system, on th e otberhand, 
which obtains on the California railroads, 
is th at which all the railroads of the world 
are operated upon. 
The basis of “ what 
" th e traffic will bear” is the universal 
basis for freight charges, and innumerable 
Railroad Commissions have failed to find 
any better method, or any which produced 
as satisfactory results. 
The plan proposed 
by Mr. Doyle is utterly impracticable, and 
we cannot believe that ho is unaware of 
this. 
An attem pt to introduce it would at 
once paralyze transportation and produc­ 
tion together, and while it would produce 
results of the moat disastrous nature to the 
producers generally, it would bring no cor­ 
responding benefits to the deaiers in high- 
class merchandise. 
The fact is th at the 
existing system is the most advantageous 
possible to the producing classes, 
Thev 
obtain the benefit of low rates because the 
railroads are enabled to charge high rates 
on costly goods. 
Should this system be 
ohanged, and a uniform rate be cubsti- 
tuted for it, it would 
necessarily be 
very much higher 
than 
the 
present 
miuimum, 
and 
therefore 
the 
great 
body of 
the 
producers 
and 
shippers 
would experience from the new regime 
nothing more satisfactory than a decided 
increase in their freight bills. 
Mr. Doyle 
attempts toforesLall this criticism by deny­ 
ing th at the change he proposes would en­ 
hance the cost of transportation, and 
asserts th at this is demonstrable. 
dVe, 
however, flatiy deny his assertion, and 
challenge Dim to the demonstration. 
We 
affirm th at what ha proposes could have 
no other efftct than to raise the rates of 
freight on the bulk of all goods trans­ 
ported, and that it would immediately raise 
the rates very’ considerably upon all freight 
which now obtains minimum rates. 
In 
fact, Mr. Doyle's attem pted exposition of 
the alleged abuses of th8 existing system 
is a conspicuous failure, illogical, disin­ 
genuous and impractical. 
He has neither 
refuted the position of Governor Stanford, 
nor has he mads good his own. 
He has 
only still further exposed his own incon­ 
sistency, thown how much he has forgotten 
since he was a member of the Railroad 
Commission, and how incompetent he is to 
deal with a subject which demands at once 
patience, sagacity and a rectilinear com­ 
prehension. 
There is, unfortunately, a 
sinister hiss to Mr. Doyle’s comprehension 
which suggests the existence of a chronic 
m tntal deformity.

Henry George must have astonished his 
London audience the other night wh n he 
informed them th at “ the tight for the 
" nationalization of land was becoming 
“ u n i v e r s a l but he no doubt surprised 
them still more when he went on to ob­ 
serve that the only thing he disapproved in 
Michael D avitt’s land scheme was “ his 
“ proposition to pay the landlords campen- 
“ eation, which Mr. George thought to be 
“ a wicked thing.” 
The truth is that 
Henry George has succeeded in persuading 
himself that, because the land was ac­ 
quired by force and fraud several hundred 
years ago, therefore the present possessors 
of it can have no claims to compensation. 
This is not his own idea, but merely an 
expansion of one which Herbert Spencer 
put forward tentatively in his first pub­ 
lished work—many parts of which he has 
since 
seen reason 
to 
abandon. 
Mr. 
George’s assertion that the fight for the 
nationalization of land is becoming univer­ 
sal is as loose and irrational aa his deduc­ 
tions from H erbert Spencer’s premises. As 
a m atter of fact, the nationalization of 
land is not being demanded in any country 
on the face of the earth to-day. Iu Ireland 
Michael D avitt’s scheme has been repudi­ 
ated in the most emphatic way, nor is 
there any country in which the idea of 
land nationalization is more repugnant to 
the prevailing theories than in that island. 
Michael D avitt even thought it utterly im­ 
practicable to propose land nationalization 
unleBB coupled with a provision for the 
purchase of the land, and then his propo­ 
sal was rejected. 
Henry George, how­ 
ever, insists that the State Bhould take pos­ 
session of all the land everywhere without 
rendering any compensation, and whoever 
goes forth to advocate so preposterous and 
dishonest a policy is certain to have his 
labor for his pains. Henry George’s theory 
is radically and fatally mistaken ; or rather 
the theory, originated by others, which he 
has taken up and scught to place upon a 
logical basis, is radically defective. 
It is a 
pity to see a man of real ability thus 
wasting his time in the pursuit of a chi­ 
mera. 


A DIFFICULTY IN NAVAL WARFARE. 


London Engineering, discussing the bom­ 
bardment at Alexandria, points ont a very 
serious difficulty in naval attacks. It says : 
“ The difficulty of fighting the guns with 
“ precision, and of defending a ship against 
“ torpedoes and torpedo boats, will be very 
“ great after an action has commenced, by 
" reason of the accumulation of smoke and 
“ the time it takes to clear away. 
As soon 
" a s the ships began to fire at Alexandria 
" a bank of smoke rose like a wall, and 
" prevented the results of the fire from 
" being watched. 
From the vary com- 
“ menoement it was so dense that nothing 
" could be seen of what the enemy were do- 
"in g .” Orders bad to be given several 
times to ceate firing until the smoke had 
cleared away ; hut it always settled down 
again as heavily as before, the moment fir* 
icg was resumed. 
The dauger from tor­ 
pedoes and torpedo boats is of conrse the 
most serious one in this connection. 
Had 
the Egyptians possessed torpedoes and 
known how to nse them, it does not seem 
possible th at the English could have de­ 


fended themselves against them. 
In a na­ 
val battle this danger wonld be still greater, 
and the fleet over which the smoke blew 
would be at tremendous disadvantage. Nor 
is it at all easy to suggest a means of ob­ 
viating this smoke embarrassment. 
At sea 
*t might be done by mac>r<uvering, but 
when forts are to be attacked the vessels 
cannot chose their own positions, and must 
take their chances of being completely 
blinded by their own smoke. 
As regards 
the great question of ships verms forts, 
military opinion is unchanged by the Alex­ 
andria bombardment. 
I t remains to the 
effect that no ships have yet been bnilt, or 
are likeiy to be, whieh could successfully 
assault forts armed with the heaviest guns 
of the time. 


THE L0SSE8 
OF 
THE 
STRIKES. 


The Eestcrn strikes are nearly all ended, 
aud they have ended in the complete de­ 
feat of the strikers, who after wasting a 
great capital, and getting in debt, and en­ 
during much suffering, have beeu compelled 
to beg to be taken on again at the reduced 
rates. 
The employers have not only not 
suffered anything by the strikes, but have 
saved moDey. 
They have beeu enabled to 
snut their works at a period when they 
could only have manufactured at a loss. 
I t was cheaper for them to stop than to go 
on, but in order to beuetit their hands they 
were willing to go on at reduced rates. 
Instead of recognizing the pressure of cir­ 
cumstances the Btupid hands refused this 
proposition, and struck. 
They committed 
the fatal blunder of striking on a falling 
market, and they were warned at the time 
that they would repent their foolish ac­ 
tion. 
But the mischief-making imbeciles 
who mismanage the trades organizations 
encouraged and ordered the strikes, and so 
scores of thousands of men were throwD 
out of work, and have passed the entire 
summer without earning a dollar. 
Now 
winter is coming, and they perceive that 
they must accept work at the reduced 
rates, or starve. 
They are in debt heavily 
as well, and it will probably take them 
several years to clear themselves. 
This is 
what they get fr m their strikes. 
The 
press generally warned them, but they 
trusted to their own idiotic leaders, and 
now they must smart for their perverse­ 
ness. 
Iu order to 
show 
what such 
a strike really does for the strikers we 
take from the Chicago Trihune an esti­ 
mate of the 
strike a t the 
Harmony 
Mills, Cohoes, N. Y .: 
"W hoie number of 
"em ployes thrown out of work by the 
"strik e, 4,000. 
Ttie weavers were the 
“ most important, and they secure work 
“ at an average of $1 10 per d ay ; 
their 
“ total loss in wages during the strike was 
“ $116,000. 
loss to the overseers, mule- 
“ spinners and spinnicg-room hands was 
" $34, SCO. 
In the carding-rooms 500 em- 
“ ployes lost $-44,000, while the loss to the 
“ children in the spinning department was 
“ $25,000. 
Spoolers and warpers lest $18,- ¡ 
“ 000, and other bands $10,500. 
Total I 
“ loss in wages, $207,-40. 
These are the 
“ figures at the reduced wages. 
The 
“ optri-tives are now in arrear.» 315 000 for 
“ rent alone, not including wfcat they owe 
“ for bread, provision?, clothing, aud other 
“ necessaiies of life.” 
Thu3 we have in 
black and white the balance-sheet of a 
strike in one mill. 
Does any workingman 
believe th at it was worth doing ? 
Yet 
what has happened was fully predicted at 
the beginning of the strikes, and the strik­ 
ers cannot therefore allege that they had 
no means of obtaining sound and disinter­ 
ested advice. 
The trouble with the work­ 
ing classes generally, however, is that they 
are absurdly suspicious of advice given 
them by those who do not earn their bread 
in precisely the same way. 
They will 
listen with perfect confidence to some 
ignorant fellow who does not know what 
he is talking about, merely because he 
happens to be an artisan like themselves ; 
but when they are told what is for their 
good by men who have given study and 
investigation to the matter, they as a rule 
reject the counsel on the score that it must 
be in the interest of capital. 
Here, 
however, 
is 
a 
fair 
test 
of 
that. 
These 
strikes 
were 
said 
to 
be 
ill-advised and certain of failure, when 
they were first undertaken. 
They have 
proved to be ill-advised, aud they have 
failed. 
On the other hand the clever man­ 
agers of the various trades unions urged 
and recognized the strikes ; aud their judg­ 
ment ami knowledge have been proved to 
be utterly worthless. 
Until the working 
classes have sense enough to recognize their 
real friends, to accept frank and good ad­ 
vice whenever it is offered, and to cease 
pinning their faith upon fools simply be­ 
cause they are of their own class, they 
cannot expect to do themselves any real 
good by their organizations. 
This year 
their organizations have only done them 
harm, and involved them in debt, distress 
and difficulty. 
And this is a fair sample 
of the shallow and purblind policy which 
their own leaders almost invariably devise 
and recommend. 
It is significant that no 
labor organization has as yet had the sa­ 
gacity to perceive that the tariff is the 
deadly enemy of the American woiking 
classes, and that while it is maintained it 
will he impossible for American Labor to 
secure its rights. In the matter of strikes, 
however, there will assuredly have to be a 
speedy and radical reform, or the whole 
system of labor 
organizations will be 
thrown aside aa mere instrumentalities of 
mischief and sources of evil to their mem­ 
bers. 


A 
STARTLING 
DISCOVERY. 


Judge Wylie, now trying the Star Route 
oasts, announced in Court on Thursday 
that efforts had been made to corrupt sev­ 
eral members of the jury in the interest of 
the defendants. 
I t is stated th at the 
jurors who were approached have informed 
the Court ot the nature of the propositions 
made to them. 
I t is also suspected that 
one or two of the jury have taken bribes 
aad said nothing to the Court. 
As it can­ 
not be believed that Judge Wylie would 
have made th6 announcement unless he 
was snre of the facts, the discovery must 
be regarded as a real one. 
The counsel for 
the defense seems at first to have thought 
it possible to shift the responsibility for 
the alleged corruption on to the Govern­ 
ment, but as oue of the jurors is under­ 
stood to have stated that he was asked to 
acquit the two Dorseys, this line will evi­ 
dently not answer. 
If the attempts at 
corruption are proved they will throw a 
somewhat lurid light upon Colonel Inger- 
soll’s recent eulogy of the honesty of the 
Dorsey brothers. 
This development is 
also very likely to render the acquittal of 
the defendants impossible, since it can only 
be interpreted as a cocfeesion of guilt on 


their part. 
It does not appear to be 
thought that either of the counsel for the 
defense have had any connection with the 
attem pts to bribe the jury. 


A 
FREE-THINKING 
UNIVERSITY. 


The Convention of Free-thinkers 
re­ 
cently held at W atkins Glen, New York, 


W3S evidently in many respects an eccen- 
trie and fantastic body. 
I t is in the nature 
of things that such a Convention can only 
represent those ultra opinions which are 
the result of imperfect knowledge, mental 
incapacity, or positive intellectual unsound­ 
ness. 
The sober-minded free-thinker has 
no disposition to exhibit himself, or to or­ 
ganize, or to adopt “ platforms,” or to read 
or write essays or poems, or to pass recoin- 
tions. 
He is content to keep his opinions 
to himself, or at the most to insist only 
that those who hold different views shall 
refrain or be restrained from all measures of 
coercion or tyranny. 
Toleration in fact is 
the alpha and omega of the rational free­ 
thinker’s policy. 
The National Convention 
which assembled at W atkins Glen, how­ 
ever, was an aggressive and progressive 
body, and its energy and enthusiasm im­ 
pelled it to the adoption of various whollv 
untenable positions. 
Of conrse there is 
always danger that people who set c-ut with 
demands for the largest liberty may end by 
trying to coerce their fellows. 
J U6t so the 
Puritan 
Fathers, after abandoning their 
country to secure freedom for the observ­ 
ance cf tneir religion, no sooner found 
themselves independent than they began 
to oppress and tyranize over all who held 
other creeds than their own. 
The W at­ 
kins Glen Free-thinkers in the same way 
appear to have among them many persons 
who would not hesitate to put down religion 
with the sword, in the name of Liberty. 
About the only movement ia a practical 
direction made by them was the appoint­ 
ment of a committee to inquire into the 
feasibili*y of 
founding a Free-thinking 
University. 
Precisely on wbat basis this 
institution was to rest was cot determined, 
but it is obvious that the mere proposition 
brings forward several interesting aud im­ 
portant questions. 
Of course it may be at once admitted 
that a University founded upon such ultra 
and aggressive theories as many of the 
Convention entertained, would be only 
productive of absurdity, and would neccs*. 
«arily fail. 
But it is by no means to be 
assumed therefore that a Free-thinking 
University could not be established upon 
rational foundations. 
W e cannot agree 
with the Nation when it says th at such 
an institution “ must be an in titution 
“ designed for the education of youth as 
“ well as for the propagation of atheistic 
“ opinions,” 
We do not eee that the prop­ 
agation of atheistic opinions is at all 
necessarily involved in the curriculum of 
such an institution. 
.Supposing th at the 
University was founded upon ti e ideas 
ot rational Free-thinkers, we can imagine 
that it wonld be sought, not to educate 
the students in hostility toward any reli­ 
gion, but to teach them the exact truth 
about the origin and growth of all reli­ 
gions. 
The instruction on this subject 
would be very important, no doubt. 
It 
would diffor radically from anything of the 
kind hitherto attempted, though partaking 
largely of the methods of the Tubingen 
school. The Nation arserts that “ one 
“ great object of the University must be 
“ the establishment and preservation and 
inculcation of a true athcietic morality.” 
T hat is hardly a fair way to put it. 
For 
“ atheistic” morality we should substitute 
“ agnostic morality,” 
and there is a 
vital distinction between the two. 
Now 
as regards an agnostic morality, the system 
is already in existence, and Mr. H erbert 
Spencer will, we trust, live to complete 
the most masterly and exhaustive analysis 
of it that the human mind has ever un­ 
dertaken. 
A Free-thinking University which tanght 
the philosophy of H erbert Spencer would 
not be an ot ject of ridicule, nor can it be 
asserted th at its system of morality would 
be defective. 
That it would have to teach 
a moral system based upon something ebe 
than religion is obvious; since by its 
method of teaching the history of religion 
the latter could not become the foundation 
of a moral system. 
In fact the elimina­ 
tion of the supernatural and the miraculous 
at once divests religion of all significance 
as a bnais for morals, and it is possible that 
in a Free-thinking University the instruc­ 
tion might proceed somew hat further, and 
include an examination of the analogies of 
fallacy which underlie all creeds. W hether 
it is at all necessary to establish a Fte6- 
thinking University is quite another ques­ 
tion. 
W e think th at there is really no 
demand for anything of the kind, aud that 
if it were attempted it would probably fall 
under the management of the “ cranks ” in 
a short time, and become a scandal and 
langhing-stock. 
That is the tendency, 
just as it is the tendency for all the ex­ 
tremists in opinion to attend such a Con­ 
vention as th at of Glen W atkins. 
Of 
course it was not in any true sense a rep­ 
resentative body, or it represented only the 
most flighty and unstable elements of 
thought in the country. 
From such a 
Convention nothing solid or valuable need 
be expected, and we do not/anticipate any 
practical resalta from the appointment of 
the University Committee. 
But we do 
think th at if the conservative body of 
Free-thinkers, who were not represented 
at Glen W atkins at all, resolved upon euch 
a Btep, it would certainly be possible for 
them to establish a University which would 
bestow npon its students a more compb. te 
and less faulty education than can be ob 
tained at any existing institution cf the 
kind.

NO 
ROOM 
FOR 
CONTROVERSY. 


Those who say that the Sunday law plank 
of the Republican Convention satisfies them, 
thereby confess that they have no desire 
to eee any Sunday law in operation. 
About 
this there is no room for doubt, eioce the 
Republican plauk only declares in favor of 
the present laws, or similar ones. 
Now 
any laws which are similar to the present 
ones will be as ineffective as the present 
ones. 
It is mere nonsense to pretend that 
the words “ similar law s’’ mean “ better 
“ laws.” 
They do not mean anything of 
the kind. 
Whoever, therefore, affirms 
th at the Republican party ia pledged by 
its platform to the passage of more effect­ 
ive Sunday laws th*h {he present ones, 
either willfully intends to deceive, or is in­ 
capable of comprebeading the plainest lan­ 
guage. 
The truth is th at no man who 
earnestly believes in the necessity of mere 
effective legislation for the preservation of 
the Sunday holiday can accept the Repub­ 
lican plank on that question, or can regard 


it in any other light than as a weak and 
shallow subterfuge. 
As we have said be­ 
fore, there is now no issne on this subject 
between the Democratic and Republican 
parties, for both have alike surrendered to 
the elements which are hostile to Sunday 
legislation. 


MR. HARRISON WANTED. 


Mr. Harrison, a whisky-seller of San 
Francisco,recently delivered «speech against 
the railroad contract system. In the course 
of it he quoted what he claimed to be a 
letter w ritten to him by Mr. Vining, 
Freight Agent of the Union Pacific, and in 
which he was threatened with ostracism 
by th at corporation. 
Mr. Vining now 
writes to the Chronicle, saying that he 
never wrote the letter refeired to, and 
that he never uttered any such expressions 
as were employed in it. The Chronicle tries 
to defend Harrison, but in so doing only 
infuses a new element of falsehood into the 
case. 
It says that Harrison introduced the 
letter as haviug been w ritten to some one 
else. 
He did not. 
He distinctly said that 
Vining I.ad w ritten it to him, and he went 
on to relate how he had taken it to Mr. 
Stubbs and shown it to the latter. It looks 
now as though the loiter was a fabrication, 
ahJ Mr. Vining’s emphatic denial makes it 
necessary for Mr. Harrison to come for­ 
ward and explain, if he can, how he came 
to possess it. and how, above ail, he csme 
to assert that it had been w ritten to him. 
Perhaps the end of this episode mav not 
prove as good an advertisement for H arii 
son’s whisky as the beginning was. 


EGYPTIAN 
EXPECTATION'S. 


The dispatches state that General Wolee- 
ley has completed his preparations, and 
th at an immediate advance of the whole 
English army will be made. I t íb expected 
that a serious engagement will take place 
on Monday or Tuesday, always provided 
that Arabi does not fall back and abandon 
his position. Recent information regarding 
the strength of his arnty represents it as 
being very much larger than had been pre- 
viouely supposed. 
I t is said new that he 
has abont 03,(00 men of all arms, of which 
44,G00 are infantry. 
I t does not appear 
doubtful that he has many more guns than 
bis opponents, and as his artillery is very 
well served, according to the testimony of 
General Wolseley himself, this is a serious 
advantage. 
The British cannot apparently 
make their advance with much more than 
25,000 men, and as they will have to as­ 
sault intrenchruents, and possess an infc- 
rior artilkry, it is possible that the work 
of driving Arabi back may be a very costly 
undertaking. 
Of course, however, it is 
possible th at half of his men are of no ac­ 
count, aud that they may throw away their 
arms and run, instead of fighting.

‘ O ip 'a in '’ Payne, the Indian Territory 
invader, has once more been captured by 
the troops, and is in custody. 
The Gov­ 
ernment evidently does not know what to 
do with him now that it has got him. 
The 
laws arc so defective th at hs can only be 
imprisoned a short time, and there is uoth- 
iug to hinder h:m from passing the re­ 
mainder of hi3 life in making similar raids. 
The man appears to havS a monomania on 
the subj: ct, but it is a very inconvenient 
and expensive one for the Government. 
CoDgress ought to so amend the laws that 
deliberate trespass upon Indian territory 
shall be a crime punishable with severe and 
deterrent penalties. 
That is the only way 
to deal with this class of cast s, but when 
the Government is assailed, aud its author­ 
ity set at nought, in the case of Indians, it 
is almost impossible to get anything done. 
Congressmen are afraid of their constit­ 
uents, and prefer to subject the Govern­ 
m ent to the charge of bad faith with the 
ludians, to protecting its treaties. 


THE GREEt-BACKER NOMINATIONS. 


The State Greenback Convention has 
evolved a full State ticket, at the head of 
which stands Major MoQuiddy, while M¡3s 
Anna Potts is the nominee for Attorney- 
General. 
The ticket generally is as ec­ 
centric as the platform and the proceedings 
of the Convention. 
In fact it is a regular 
“ comeouter ” ticket, and when its mem­ 
bers get on the stump we have no doubt 
that they will enliven the campaign greatly. 
It is said that Major McQuiday considers 
himself snre of the solid vote of Mussel 
Slougb, and that therefore he does not care 
very much how San Francisco aud other 
parts of the State go. 
Thus there are 
already three tickets in the field, and the 
returns from State Conventions are not yet 
half in. 
There is a possibility of at lea;t 
three more tickets, and a probability of 
two, so that nobody need complain of want 
of variety. 


THE ILLINOIS 
DEMOCRATS. 


The Illinois Democrats have just held 
their State Convention, ar.d in their plat­ 
form have taken the bull by the horns and 
gone in for open opposition to all temper­ 
ance measures. It was in fact emphatically 
a free whisky Convention, and its coarse 
will tend to simplify matters in Illinois by 
makiog a clear-cut issue on the prohibition 
question. 
The Democrats have perhaps 
taken the correct course from their stand­ 
point, inasmuch as the whisky elements 
are almost all with them already, aud they 
could not hope to catch any Republican 
votes by trimming. 
The prohibitionists 
will now be oompelled to rely wholly upon 
the Republicans, or to come out independ­ 
ently and nominate their own tick et 
The 
prohibition issue will be prominent in the 
approaching campaign, in any event.

spread any further.

ifornia law. 
Through David M. Dunne, for­ 
merly of San Francisco, the committee wrote 
Mr. Cooke for information. 
M r Cocke has 
sent, them a draft of a bill whi; h he think? 
will meet the requirements, and such infor­ 
mation as will enable them to present the 
bill with hopes of sue. e-s. 
I t was stated at 
the meeting th at the codling moth was brougot 
there in fruit and frnit-boxes from California.

built what wa* know 
as the Haywood 
Block, at present occu. ied by the National

The apple or­ 
chards in and around Victoria are infested bv 
an insect, apple-leaf Aph.it—AphU malifo- 
lux—to an alarming extent. 
Mr. Haywood 
concludes one of his letters : " I have con­ 
cluded that this pest will destroy our orchar-is 
unless every person owning trees unite in a 
crusade to destroy th fir eggs this winter, but 
th at cannot be dore. 
I suppose the result 
will be the trees all killed.” 
Mr. Cooke 
wrote him th at some of these insects were to 
be found in the vicinity of Sacramento, to 
which Mr. Haywood answers : “ If you are 
troubled with this pest iu California, God 
help y o u ! ”

delegates. 
Concerning th e alleged yellow fever in

Dr. H atch, Secretary 
of the S tate Board of H ealth, and Dr.

He has resided in Sac­ 
ram ento for thirty-tw o years, avherehehas 
been a practising physician all the tim e, 
aud he says there was never a case of tha' 
epidemic during th a t period iu this State.

th erer on her trip from A ntw erp, who is 
detained in the M arshal’s custody pending 
trial, was on T hursday afternoon brought 
before Judge Saw yer in the U nited States 
D istrict C ourt by virtue of a w rit of habeas 
corpus.

SOME OLD CUSTOMS OVERHAULED AND 
EXAMINED. 


Pomp and 
Diap'ay—Welsh K arm & es- 
Ih e Bing a t the Wedding— 
Promoting Marriage. 


“ I entirely set my face against the ex­ 
travagant expenditure now bo fashionable 
at weddings,” said a prominent clergyman 
who was discussing a recent sacrifice at the 
hymeneal altar. 
“ I certainly think that 
every solemnity is due to so sacred a 
rite as marriage, and that the occasion 
should be one of seetnly rejoicing amidst 
the families who thus become united. 
It 
is the lavieh display of attire on the part 
of the bride and guests, the large surns 
wasted on floral decorations and collations, 
the European Honeymoon tours which are 
undertaken by couples whose marital means 
m ust necessitate tiie closest economy— 
these are the matters which I consider so 
reprehensible. 
Iu all such thirgs the 
fashion has been set by pocple in society, 
whose wealth precluded pecuniary con­ 
siderations ; out the slavish imitation which 
has ensiled frequently entails severe priva­ 
tions to parents, and often a load of debt 
on the shoulders of the newly-wedded 
pair. ” 
While many sensible people will approve 
of the above rem ark s made by the reverend 
gentleman, there is some excuse for the 
practice when it is remembered that pomp, 
display, expenditure a id public rejoicing 
have been customary at ail ages and in 
every clime. 
M rruge, whether among 
the early Egyptians or anoi-.nt Homans or 
our own European forefahers, aad even 
among the aboriginal inhabitants of the 
countries now impregnated with civiliza­ 
tion, have always been occasions of much 
festivity, anri some ot the quaint proceed­ 
ings observed by different nationalitys at 
various periods of their history are of a 
very in it resting d escription. 
SPOILS OP WAR— BRIDESMAIDS. 
Among the barbaric nations women were 
always regarded as the spoils of war, and 
the general mode of marriage was to cap­ 
ture a wife ; the rape of the Sabines may 
be given as an illustration of tliis. Strange 
to say, an imitation of this eavage usage 
still exists in a v. ry modified form in por­ 
tions of Wales, 
Jt is customary with the 
peasantry for a bridegroom to assemble bis 
friends and make a sham attack on another 
party of young men who surround the 
bride and pretend to be carrying ber to the 
mountains. A fter much show of resistance 
the defenders ,f the lady give up the strug­ 
gle and she ”, taken away in triumph by 
her lover. 
W hile on che tubject of Welsn 
marriages it si ould be added that the ap- 
proaclung event is al way s advertised in tne 
lccal papers, and strangers alike are in­ 
vited to be pr sent and contribute their 
quota toward the new household. 
Eirly 
English marriages were . cessions of gen­ 
eral rejoicing. 
Some of the customs then 
observed were of a natuie which would 
greatly shock the refinement of the present 
day, but relics of sucii proceedings are still 
to be found in modern weddings. 
Satin 
favors worn by guests, for instance, repre­ 
sent the small pieces of the bride’s garters 
which were distributed among the grooms­ 
men and pinned 
on toe right breast, 
liridesmaids are the descendants of the 
Saxon maidens, w ose duties were to dis­ 
robe the bride. 
The throwing of old shoes 
was an intimation to the bride that hence­ 
forth she haa no further claim on the home 
she had left. 
Flowers and lice showered 
on the pair are reminiscences of an un­ 
pleasant habit which was prevalent in 
Eastern countries. 
The bridegroom was 
pelted with stones by the gil l friends of the 
bride as a remcinstr»nce against her leaving 
tin ir ranks, and sometimes husband and 
wife w=re severely hurt. 
THE RING, 
_ The ring necessary in Christian m ar­ 
riages is the most ancient of all obee; vanees, 
and one that is clearly trac d to heathen 
sourced, 
Romans, Greeks, Egyptians and 
maDy other acción: nations used wedding 
lings. 
They Were madd id iron. gold, 
braes and copper, and generally had tome 
inscription inscribed upon them, such as 
‘•May you live long,” “ I bring good 
fortune to the wearer.” 
Other rings which 
have been discovered in ane’ent sepulchres 
have keva engraved upon them, evidently 
as an -adication of the wife’s domestic au­ 
thority. 
Among the Jews the marriage 
ring of Joseph and Mary, which was sold 
i y a Jerusalem jeweler to the Marquis of 
E truria in 096, was composed of onyx or 
amethyst, a m atter which can now be no 
longer satisfactorily settled, as some fifty 
Calholio chuicbes possees a ring which is 
vouched to be the ODly and original ring 
worn by the Divine Mother. The Christian 
Church made the placing of the ring on 
the woman’s hand r.n imperative pirtion 
of the nuptial union, but, strange to say, 
while adopting the pagan custom, it did 
not define the material of which the ring 
should be made, to that some lcd'Croua 
substitutes have done service in instances 
w hew the nervous bridegroom has forgot­ 
ten to bring the necessary circlet in his 
waistcoat pocket. 
The church key and 
curtain rings have more than once been 
brought into requisition, and a few years 
ago a wedding was solemnized in Boston at 
which the ring was a circle ol kid cut from 
the bridegroom’s glove. 


IT IS AN ERROR 
To suppose th at a ring containing precious 
stones cannot be ured ; they were very 
fashionable in the Middle Ages and even 
later. 
Marv, Queen of Scots, had three 
wedding rings, two in goid and the center 
one an entire cirole of diamonds. 
Rings 
used to be placeó on the bride’s right baud, 
as is still the cu.fiom in Germany. In Eng­ 
land, a century ago, marriage rings, al­ 
though put on the second finger of the left 
hand at the church ceremony, were after­ 
wards worn on the thumb. 
Tiie Society of 
Friends are among the few Christian sects 
who dispense w ith th>s symbol of marital 
union, its heathenish origin being the al­ 
leged reason. 
Many Quaker ladies wear 
them, nevertheless. 
The old Puritans had 
the same prejudices as the Friends, and in 
“ Hudibras ” a passage refers to it as fol­ 
lows : 
Others were for abolishing 
That tool of matrimony, a ring. 
With which the unsanctify’d bridegroom 
Is im rry’d only to a thum b; 
( s wise as ringing of a pig 
That usee to break np ground and dig). 
The bride to nothing but ber will 
That nulls the afur-n arriage still. 
Butler’s verse gives the impression that 
wedding-rings were worn on the thum b at 
a nuo'n earlier period than the rti^n of the 
Georges. 
ADVERTISING AN HEIRESS. 
W ith our grandparents it used to be cus­ 
tomary whenever a man married an heiress 
to advertise that fact in the public papers. 
For instance : “ John Brown to Miss Mary 
Jones and f ‘20,000.” 
Marriage in a smock 
was an old usage, which was observed by 
widows who had incurred debt and wished 
to remarry without incumbering their new 
husbands with their pecuniary burdens. It 
was supposed that if a man took a wife with 
nothing on her but a single garment, he 
would be freed from the risk of being 8ued 
for her ante-married debts, and within a 
few years a wedding took plaoe in England 
at whioh the bride stood up at the altar to 
be married with nothing on ber but a sheet 
wrapped around her form. Marriage under 
the gallows is another old law, now obso­ 
lete, by which a murderer escapes the death 
penalty if a woman expresses her willing­ 
ness to marry him. 
In New York in 17S4 
this actually occurred, but the man was 
subsequently banged for murdering the 
woman whose devoticn saved his life on the 
previous occasion. 
Marriage by lot is still 
the rule among the Moravians, but persons 
who are chosen can refuse each other if 
they think fit. 
The only exception to the 
latter rule is with missionaries, who occa­ 
sionally send for wives from their distant 
stations. 
Some years ago a missionary in 
India wrote to the Bethlehem community 
in this Siate, and having announced the de­ 
mise of his spouse reques'ed that a second 
wife should be chosen and cent out to him, 
and added that be desired a stout, short 


helpmate, as his first wife was of that shape 
aad stature, and had left an excellent 
wardrobe behind her. 
He received the de­ 
sired person. 
SOME STRANGE LAWS 
For regulating and promoting marriages 
existed in the primitive colonies of this 
country. 
In 1695 the local authorities of 
Wrtntham, Mass., voted that every un­ 
married man in the township should kill 
six blackbirds or three crows yearly while 
single, and that as a penalty for not obey­ 
ing the order he should not get married 
until he had destroyed the requisite num­ 
ber in arrear. 
A former tax in- Maryland 
was five shillings yearly to every bachelor 
possessed of £100 and 20 shillings on all 
bachelors and widowers who own £300. 
It does not appear that spinsters or widows 
were ever taxed, probably from the reason 
that no woman refuses a chance if she can 
help it. 
So much interesting matter could 
be written about the many forihs and cus­ 
toms which have been observed at some 
time or place in the celebration of the most 
important happening in the lives of every 
man and woman—marriage—that only a 
mere outline cac be given in this article, 
but a few of the observances amoug the 
aboriginal inhabitants of North and South 
America are worth the telling. 
In the ma­ 
jority of the North American tribes of the 
redskins no man could marry in his own 
tribe under penalty of death. 


STRANGE CUSTOMS. 
In Aztec Mexico a young man consulted 
the oracles before taking a wife, and 
after the ceremony always carried his wile 
home on his back. 
The pagans of Peru 
had several wives, but tbe first one was 
supreme over the remainder. 
When a new 
wife was desired the would-be husband 
went to tbe father’s house and placed a pe­ 
culiar sort of shce on the foot of the lady 
with whom be was enamored. 
If she was 
a virgin the shoe was of wool ; if a widow, 
of rush. 
In the Caribbean 1 Janus it was 
customary for a newly-married pair to re­ 
tire to the woods for a honeymoon and 
pass their time in hujting. 
In Cuba hus­ 
band and wife had equal rights cf divorce. 
Among the Ottomaques an old man was 
always united to a young woman, and a 
young man to an old woman, the reason of 
such union being that it was supposed that 
the discretion of age would curb the im­ 
petuosity of youth. 
W ith some South 
American Indiana a virgin was never chosen 
for a wife. 
A chaste woman was avoided 
as one who did not p esees the art of 
pleading men. 
After marriage the strict­ 
est virtue was expected in wives. 
Squaws 
of all Indiau natives whose husbands have 
been killed in war were permitted to choose 
a successor amoug the captives reserved for 
torture.

jenny and steam plough. 
The American 
people has inherited a huge domain, with 
few laborers to develop it. 
The 10,000 
miles cf railroad computed to be in process 
of addition to the United States system in 
this jear will enable tbe farmers of thou­ 
sands of miles of fertile laud to do the 
work of double their number. 
To the 
American nation its stupendous acreage is 
lees a possibility of future homes than 
stock in trade. 
American soil and its ca­ 
pabilities for producing marketable goods 
are what Americans 
count 
upon for 
the maintenance and advancement of their 
position in the world. 
For their object 
it is not sufficient that they should after a 
weary pilgrimage, like the disciples of Brig­ 
ham Young, discover a spot which they can 
occupy, and which may yield them food 
arid raiment. 
The road back hae to he yet 
easier than the road thither. 
By mechan­ 
ical arrangements space must be practically 
obliterated, or nine-tenths of Amencau 
farmers would take to another vocation 
and to more accessible quarters. 
A* pop­ 
ulation growB and becomes more self-suf­ 
ficing, American railways will somewhat 
change tbeir function. 
They will mare es­ 
pecially serve the purpose, as in older 
countries, of enabling the people and its re­ 
sources to circulate among themselves. For 
the present they"belong more to popula­ 
tions thousands of miles away than to the 
villagers and townsmen along their conrse.

While the balance-sheet is so favor- 
ablo as that for last year foreign investors 
are not likely to hold aloof. 
Toey and the 
agriculturists North and South and West 
whose partners they constitute themselves, 
having been doing an excellent basic ess. 
Great as are the working expenses, which 
in the segregate are »ixty;two per cent, of 
the gross receipts, a tolerable surplus re­ 
mains for the present. 
Hope not unjusti­ 
fiably fastens a liberal mortgage ou the 
future. 
Were the net profit much less 
encouraging, 
foreign 
capitahsts might 
still consent to promote American railway 
construction, as it would undoubtedly be 
for tbe benefit of the localities to accept 
the aid. 
If an American line be able in 
the present to pay its way, its supporters 
are entitled to 
calculate 
upon 
ample 
sources of profit hereafter. 
Every step 
toward the filling up of American waste 
places and the opening of freah employ­ 
ment for American industry cannot but act 
as a feeder of the genera! American rail­ 
way treasury. 
Provided American rail­ 
way boards be fairly honest and competent 
and prudent, they need not fear that their 
overtures for financial assistance will be 
met suspiciously or coldly in native or for­ 
eign money markets 
The qualification 
may appear onsiderable. 
American rail­ 
way managers are, however, aware that'in- 
vestora are not excessively critical or cen, 
sorious in scrutinizing to what ex’.eut it 
has been complied with.—[London Times.

Many years ago, I was one day journey­ 
ing from Brattleboro to Boston, alone. As 
the train wc.-.t on from station to station, 
it gradually filled, until there was no seat 
left unoccupied in the car excepting the one 
by my side. At Concord, the door of the 
car opened, and Mr. Emerson entered. He 
advanced a few steps into the car, looked 
down the aisle, turned, and was about to go 
out, believing the car to he entirely full. 
W ith one of those sudden impulses which 
are acted upon almost before they are con­ 
sciously rea.lizjd, I sprang up, and said, 
“ Oh, Mr. Emerson, here is a seat 1” 
As he came towards me, with hi3 serene 
smile slowly spreading over his face, my 
courage íalrercd. I saw that he expected 
to meet in me an acquaintance, and ae he 
looked inquiringly and hesitatingly in my 
face, I male haste to say, “ You do not 
know me, Mr. Emerson. I never had the 
pleasure of seeing you before. But I know 
your face, anil I could not resist the temp­ 
tation of the opportunity to speak with 
you. You know that so many people, who 
are Btrargers to yon, know you very well.” 
“ Perhaps tr.ere should not be the word 
Btranger io any ¡aDguage,” he answered 
slowly, in a tone ami with a kindly look 
which at once set my timidity at ease. “ I 
do not kn-'W any good reason for it.” 
In a short time, with that rare ftculty 
which he h:-d for drawing out of each his 
inmost thought, he had led me into speak­ 
ing to him, with half-familiar frtcdom, of 
my own personal history, and of my expe­ 
rience as a mother.

But the kingdom of 
heaven which the creative worker knows is 
shut against him. Into that heaven we 
have to be driven, either by need or by 
the narrowing of the ministering horizons 
of our lives.” 
One sentence which he spoke in con­ 
nection with this was said with such lin­ 
gering emphasis that it stamped itself in­ 
delibly upon my memory. 
Ha said : 
11 When I think how I am sparing my boy 
all that made me—the barefooted chambers 
and the stern denials of poverty—I know 
I am making a mia.ake. Bat,” he added, 
after a panse, “ I cannot help it.” 
In later years I had the privilege and 
pleasure of seeing Mr. Emerson frequently. 
At one time I spent a few days with him in 
a friend's house at Newport, Rhode Island. 
There was something in the dreamy seren­ 
ity of tho biy, upon which my friend’s 
house stood, that greatly charmed Mr. 
Emeraon, and his remark on first looking 
out over the water was a characteristic 
one. It was from the dining room win­ 
dows that he looked. We had given him 
a seat from which he oouid see the bay. 
As we took our places for brcak’ast, he 
gaz-d acro's he ahiuiug silver ;ur'aee, and 
said half dreamily, “ Aud there are clocks 
in Newport ? ” 
It was some m’nutcs before aDy one per­ 
ceived the preo se drift of this question ; 
and during the brief interval of our be­ 
wilderment the smile on Mr. Emerson’s 
face deepen -d and spread, until his whole 
countenance beamed with humorotu enjoy­ 
ment on our perplexity. 
How precious is every memory of those 
days! The tender yet benrficent way in 
which Mr. Emerson listened for replies to 
tho searching questions he eometimes put 
had in it a ccrcain expression of uncon­ 
scious royalty that no words ciuld convey ; 
and it kmd'ed <n one's breast that mingled 
sentiment if affbovion and incentive to all 
possible effirtfor which allegiance is the 
only fitti lg name. As time g íes on it will 
be more and mire sure that he is the one 
truest representative our republio has 
borne, his thought and his words the truest 
rendering of th« republic’s idea, and his 
life and character tho truest fulfilling of 
the republic’s ideal.—[Atlantic Monthly.

about 200,000 gallon», or a total of £180.000 
in taxes paid to the Government from Los 
Anecies county alone. 
I t is estimated, upon 
-official^ authorities, th at there will be an in­ 
crease in the amount of brandy produced in 
this county of not less than twenty per cent, 
over the amount produced last year. 
Tnis 
will Rive a total of 240,000 gallons of grape 
brandy from this county this season. 
M. »f. C. Touner, of Pumona, who came to 
th e city thiB morning, reports the discovery 
of a remarkable vein of water on the Cnth- 
c art tract, on the Loop and Miserve ranch. 
A n artesian well, at the depth of 135 feet 
from the surface, struck an underground vein 
twenty-eight feet deep, which sent up a flow 
ot water to the surface and four inches above 
th e top of the pipe.

Hon. Jamen W. Wadsworth, 


CANDIDATE FOB THE REPPBLtCAN NOMINATION 
FOB GOYURNOB OF NEW TORE. 


Hon. Jam es W . W adsworth wag born in 
F hiladtR hia on October 12, 1846 
His father, 
who bore the same nan e. w a. ..r,e of the larg-st 
laud proprietors of >ha U ni'ed St»*es, agentle- 
luan of^ culture, one of the founders of the 
Republican party, and its .-ancid.te for Gov. 
eruor of New York in J8G2 
lie a-as also a 
brave soldier, dying of wounds received in 
the battle of Cbaucellnrvdie, where he wag in 
command of a brigade. 
Young W adsworth 
received an education :u eerly life befitting 
his father's position. 
He entered at the Yale 
Scientific School, but iu 1864. after the death 
of his gallant father, ai d wh-n but seven­ 
teen years old, he enured the army as aid de­ 
camp on the st iff of t».e la»e General W arren, 
commanding the Fif .h Corps cf the A rm y of 
the I otomac. 
H e continued in active service 
until the close of th j rebeilioa. 
He then 
assumed chsrga of the family estates, and 
represented Genegeo, N. Y , in the Board of 
Supervisors for three terms. 
He was elected 
a member of the Lower Honae of the State 
Legislature iu 1878 ano 1879. acu we, made a 
pj e in her of the W ays s td M*uns and of.her 
im portant committees, aa well as of the Rail­ 
road Irvestigating Committee <.f the Legia- 
latnre of the latter year,. H e w .s nominated 
for Comptroller by the R publican State 
Convention in 187‘J, on the same ticket with 
Cornell, and rau far ahead of the r< at ot the 
ticket, notably of the candidate f r Governor. 
H e ia the youDgest Comptroller ever in office 
in New York, and is also the y.-ur.geet c f the 
Stata. p S G jg, i(is.c .reer in the legislature 
waa marked by independence and courage. 
H e was a sworn foe of extravagance everyJ 
where, and here in lie* his strength as a candi­ 
date for Governor.
